Jamea iJ. HUine wan the h«>ag Irickater 
ami (lolitical ilemajjoune of the I 5 »th cen- 
tury; |)aa«in(f eventa have aervetl to 
atreiisfhen the conviction. When .Mr. 
rievelami aent hia grt'at tarilF meaainre 
to Conurcaa. .Mr. Hlaine with unaetMiily 
ha.tte cahleil from Daria liia )>ronuncia- 
nicnto, takintf the moat direct and poai- 
tive (trounda .iifiiinat tlie nieaaiHte. Thia 
declaration of .Mr. Blaine and hia sue- 
ci‘edi;i|{ campaign a['H*ech»*a larifely yave 
diriM’tion to repiihlic.tn aentiment on the 
tarilF, were jioteul in llarriaon’a elwtion 
and aa a tinal aenneiice, the paaaaKC of 
the NfcKinley hill. In the linht of hia 
previous conduct, it ia dillicnlt to aur- 
miae Mr. Blaine’s real motives in antayo 
nizini; the McKinley hill. I’osaihly it 
was jealouav of HihmI and McKinley; or 
he may have foreseen the storm of indijf- 
nation hreaim; over the ailvocates of 
protection and determined to cast an an- 
chor windward. Whatever may have 
heen hia real motives no donht he now 
C'luirrutulatea liimaelf that he has made 
a uioMt fortunate eac.i|>e, and ainiles com- 
plaeeiiflv over Heed and McKinley 
h i|>eleaaly huried in the debris of th** 
p iliticul cyclone. 

.Mr. Blaine’s recipnicity project is a 
very transparent device to distract tlie 
minds of the people from the turpitude 
of rt'puhlican legislation and furniah 
himself a hobby u|>ou which he hojiea 
to ride into tlie White Mouse, M'hy 
must reciprticily be limited to China, .la- 
pan and the .American States South of 
us'.’ The .American States, it is true, are 
situated on the same continent, but the 
people are not kindred or aiinilar to ua 
in any respect. Neither are they the 
material from which civilization ia forin- 
t'll. They are Spanish, numgrel, Negro 
and Indian; their religion is the lowest 
type of Catholicism; they are su|>ersti- 
lioiia and ignorant beyond our powers of 
conception and in the main idle am! 
worthlesa. Spaniards are the ruling 
class; and Spain herself ia the tail end of 
the Latin race. She has Iteen in a State 
of decadence for more than tliree centu 
ries and her colonies, wherever planteil, 
have provetl turbulent and thriftless. 

Says Mr, Blaine, “The McKinley bill 
has not providetl a market for a pound 
of bacon or bushel of wheat.’’ But he 
p'oisiaea at one bound to make the farm, 
cr rich and happy by “Carrying coals to 
.Newcastle.” Who ever heard of the 
people of a thinly a«‘ttle<l country, of 
vast area and fertile auil, being compell- 
e 1 to import agricultnral products? 
Neilber do China and Japan, to which 
nations this reciprocity ia also to apply, 
purchase our proYiaiona and grain to 
any conaidershle extent. These are an 
antiipiated people, abatemioiis and ex- 
clusive in their habits and import but 
little. None of these nations has at 
present any specially 'restrictive law 
against our farm products. Our farmers 
are compelled to sell in the open market 
of the world an<’. therefore have as much 
access to the markets of these nations, 
under present conditions as they are 
likely to secure under any reciprocal ar 
rangement. Ah, but says Congress in 
its assembled wisilom, you must buy 
from us, if you do not, we aball jilace a 
heavy import duty on voiir tea, sugar 
and coiree. Yea, it projiosea to extor* 
from our own over-taxed masses, as tariff 
on the necessaries of life, a hundred 
million dollars annually. M hat for? 
To puuiah the mongrels of .South .\incri- 
ca and the heathens of China and Japan 
because they will not walk up and hel|> 
pay the republican tiddler. It ia highly 
improbable that the astute statesmen of 
tlie republican party liave the least idea 
that their reciprocity project will result 
in any benefit Ui the farmer or maHsea, 
but they perseive that by tlieir finely 
planned scheme, if all else fails, it will 
be a plansible excuse to reimpoae tariff 
! duties on these necessaries of life and 
aiipply large revenue to an exhausted 
treasury. The [irevailing idea no doubt 
is that reciprocity eaa be so managed as 
to greatly inure to tlie benefit of the 
manufacturing iiilerest, at all times and 
places tlie especial pet of the republican 
ptrty. 

Under a natural condition of trade the 
United Ktatea woultl export many manu- 
factiireii articles to countries nameil. But 
our high-pressure tariff lias destroyed 
our shipping aud so enhanced the value 
of everything we produee that we are 
unable to compete with other nations in 
manufactured gorsls The very (act that 
high taritl ia necessary to keep foreign 
g Msla from our own market is an open 
aimission tliat we do not ex[»ect to ex- 
port any protected article fur sale in the 
0|>en market of tlie world. 

But tliere is sought to be conveyed 
with tbia term, reciprocity, a vague ami 
mysterious notion tliat the present gov- 
ernment possesses tile power to iiiHke 
some special arrangement with tlicse 



btH'n ninch inore lilteml in trade than 
oiirs. Mence we but stultify ourselves 
in asking a |>reminm for oiir trade, when 
these counfrii>s b.ive from others all the 
ailrantages we can Is-slow amt to the full 
extent of their wants. 

Mr. Blaine and his party refuse the 
possible anil resell tmt after the im|>oHsi- 
ble; ignore the worftiy and seek the tiu- 
worthy. They are deaf to the )ip[ieals of 
the iiiifKiverislied and struggling masses 
of their own eoiintry and refuse eomity 
to till' Knglish'S|M‘Mkiiig race; but under 
der the tliiniit'St subterfuge would seek 
to atld’still more to tbi> swollen rollers of 
the rich, and entt*r into the rlftsest rela- 
tions vt itii the semi-eivilizi'd nations of 
Chins, Ja|>an and South .\merica. Mr. 
Blaine is greatly dialiirlK'd Uvause for a 
few years we liave admitted tea and eof- 
fee free of duty, and now |>ro|smes to le- 
t tliate unless eertain things are done. 
For half a century lingland lias reeeived 
free of duty all our ngriculturul jiroducts. 
It we are s-i gre.itly ilisturbed over a lit- 
tle tea and eoll'ee, bow must she feel | 
under the free import of miiiiy times as 
mtieli; and that too while we are eon 
stantly trying to iiii|>o.se proiiihitive dii- 
tica oil .all tier [insbicts. .•'iipfsise Fiig- 
land, Kramv and (termaiiy ret.ali^te t>u 
us, w liieh is not hy any int>Hiis an im 
prohahle sU[ipositioii, then w ill the lu>f 
Vestige of hope he taken from the tann- 
er. But the reason is [lerfeetly uhvious 
wliy .Mr Blaine and Ilia [tarty will not 
reei[)riH'ate with Canada, Knglaiid, 
France and (termaiiy It is not the farm 
er or tlie oppre.sw'd masses over whom 
they are agonizing, hut the rich manii 
factiirer and iiiunupolist. Ttie rc[uihli- 
cau [lartv know they are ho|>elessIy in 
the minority if left to the niibiased vot<> 
of the [>ei>|>Ie.

When tho hou«o nest convened there 
was uinch cunsteniation at tho absence 
uf tlie godhetgl of parliiiinentary author- 
ity.

waltz at a private dancing scbtMd, when 
the man of the mace rushed in upon 
them an<l waltr.eil them away to tho luir 
uf the hou.'.e. there to make their expla- 
nutiiin. 

When a inemlier is c;ille«l before the 
bar to give re.'wsitis fur his aW‘nc« he is 
nut sworn to tell the tnitli. It would Is* 
exce. iliiigly awkward at times if thisex- 
ai'lioii wen* ina-le uf him, for stateMrieii 
liave Iss'ti t.'ikeiiout uf proft*.ssional gam- 
bling dens and worst* iilaces by till* uu- 
nleiiling but happily secret kis>ping 
ufl'icials. The man uf tho mace must 
have discretion its well as xeal, for it 
wouM nut do to take an intoxicatetl 
htutesuian into the presence of the house. 
Tii.it Would ufTcii'i the dignity of the 
IhuIv, iiinl lie deciJe.lly uncomfortable 
for flu* nieinlier. In siichcjis'js the officer 
di.screi-tly rciKirts “not to Is* found." 
.More th.m one statesman of renown 
owes his fair fame to the reticence and 
dihcreiion of a sergeant-at-arms or his 
ae."istant. It is a mutter uf general con- 
gratulation, however, that druukeimess, 
gambling and worM vices are much less 
fn-tpient now among public men than 
tliey were in the old days. There ars 
no public gambling houses in ’Washing- 
ton, and the memliers who often get 
drunk conld lie counted on one's fingers. 

iSunie strange stories are told by as- 
siKtant aergeants-at-anns concerning 
their experiences with junkets and fu- 
nerals. It is the duty of these officials to 
act as fnneral masters when a member uf 
the house dies, and to make all arrange- 
ments fur transisvrting ths corpse to the 
place of interment. accomi*anied by a 
committee of cuugreumen. As a rule, of 
late years these fnneral excursions are 
imtiiaged with dignity and s»>lemnity, 
though it would be contrary to bmnan 
natun* if a few small jugs and a limited 
number of bottles of wine and boxes of 
cigars were not included in the ]>ara- 
pliernalia of woe. Many fnneral scaudals 
have come to light through publication 
of the items of exiien.se, but one story 
hiis dowu to thia time escaped the chron- 
iclers of tho press.

And 
what do you suppose it was we put our 
bottli s un and took our drinks from: 
Why, the pine box, in which lay the re- 
^maiiis of oar deceased member."

•tar, and the other, wolflia hraslliensia, 
somewhat smaller in sU*.
